The Alabama Department of Environmental Management (ADEM) reviewed NOAA's determination of coastal consistency for
the proposed Swift Tract Living Shoreline, Gulf State Park Enhancement, and the Oyster Cultch Restoration (Mobile County,
Alabama) projects.

The ADEM previously reviewed two of these proposals and determined they were consistent with the Alabama Coastal Area
Management Program (ACAMP).

1. ADEM Coastal Program Permit No. 2012-345-COE-M1 Mobile District Corps of Engineers Permit Number: SAM-2012-
1009'DEM for the Oyster Cultch Restoration (Mobile County, Alabama)
2. ADEM Coastal Program Permit No. CCB&D-03-0107-A for the Gulf State Park Enhancement project

The ADEM concurs with the NOAA's determination that the Swift Tract Living Shoreline project proposal is also consistent
with the enforceable policies of the ACAMP to the extent that these activities have been defined by the current level of
planning and design contained in the Phase 111 - DERP.

Given the scope of the Swift Tract Living Shoreline project, it is likely that the activities will require a federal permit. In that
case and at that time, the ADEM will review the applicant's statement of coastal consistency pursuant to 15CFR930 subpart D
and make a final activity-specific coastal consistency determination.
